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Church & Ministry Council United Church Releases 
Elects Dr. Harold H. Wilke First Annual Year Book 



The Rev. Dr. Harold H. Wilke, Cleve- 
land, Ohio, was recently named to head 
the Council for Church and Ministry 
of the United Church of Christ. 

Dr. Wilke has been associate director 
of the Council. He will succeed the 
Rev. Dr. Nathanael M. Guptill, who has 
been appointed superintendent of the 
Connecticut Conference of Congrega- 
tional Christian Churches. 

Dr. Wilke will direct the denomina- 
tion's programs of enlistment and 
training for the ministry and other 
church-related vocations, the mainten- 
ance of professional standards, pastoral 
relations, in-service training, religion 
and health, social and parish workers, 
and military, industrial and institution- 
al chaplaincies. 

Dr. Wilke served with the Commis- 
sion on Church and Ministry of the 
Evangelical and Reformed Church from 
1955 to 1961 when it joined with the 
Department of the Ministry of the 
United Church. 

He was pastor of the Chapel at the 
University of Missouri from 1938 to 
1943, a hospital chaplain from 1944 to 
1949, and pastor of St. Paul's Evan- 
gelical and Reformed Church, Crystal 
Lake, Illinois, from 1949 to 1955. 

Born in Washington, Missouri, in 
1914, Dr. Wilke was educated at the 
University of Missouri (A. B.), Union 
Theological Seminary, New York City 
(B. D.), and Andover Newton Theo- 
logical Seminary, Newton Centre, Mass. 
(S. T. M.). He also studied at Eden 
Theological Seminary and the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. 

He was awarded an honorary doc- 
torate by Mission House Seminary, 
Plymouth, Wisconsin. 

He is the author of two books, "Greet 
the Man", Christian Education Press, 
and "Strengthened with Might", West- 
minster Press, and articles in profess- 
ional journals. 

Dr. and Mrs. Wilke have five sons. 
They live at Middleburg- Heights,. Ohio. 



The first Year Book of the United 
Church Of Christ released during July 
reports a membership of 2,015.770 in 
6,755 churches. 

The union of the Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church and the Congregational 
and Christian Churches was completed 
in July of 1961 with the adoption of 
the United Church constitution. 

Statistics as of Januarj' 1, 1962, show 
a total of 1,197,819 members from 
4,037 Congregational Christian Church- 
es and 817,951 members from 2.718 
Evangelical and Reformed Churches. 

Of 5,402 Congregational Christian 
churches reported by state and region- 
al conferences, 74.7 per cent voted to 
join the United Church of Christ. All 
former Evangelical and Reiormed 
churches are part of the United Chur- 
ch. 

The Congregational Christian chur- 
ches in the union represent 83.4 p;rr 
cent of all Congregationalists and 88 
per cent of new members received 
during 1961. They gave 90.4 per cent 
of total Congregational Christian con- 
tributions apportioned to foreign and 
home missions and other national pro- 
grams of the denomination. 

Total apportionment giving in the 
United Church was $14,449,969, of whi- 
ch $8,786,819 came from Congregation- 
al Christian churches in the union and 
$5,663,150 from Evangelical and Re- 
formed churches. 

The 1962 Year Book' of the United 
Church lists all Congregational Christ- 
ian churches, including those which 
voted to join the union, those which 
voted not to join, and those which had 
not yet voted or voted to abstain from 
voting. 

The 428 no -voting churches have 7.4 
per cent of all Congregational Christ- 
ian church members in the United 
States; the 917 non -voting churches, 
9.2 per cent. 

The churches,, which have not voted 
or which voted- "no"' still can vote lo 
become a part of the United Church. 



Dr. S. Garry Oniki Joins 
United Church CSA Staff 

The Rev. Dr. S. Garry Oniki, New 
York City, will be associate secretary 
for racial and cultural relations in the 
Council for Christian Social Action of 
the United Church of Christ. 

Dr. Oniki was installed in his new 
position alj a recent meeting of the 
Council for Christian Social Action at 
Fisk University, Nashville, Tenn. 

For the past two years Dr. Oniki 
has been serving with the National 
Council of Churches as associate direc- 
tor of the Department of Racial and 
Cultural Relations in the Division of 
Christian Life and Work. 

He was minister of social service at 
the Church of the Master and execu- 
tive director of the Morningside Com- 
munity Center from 1951 to 1960 and 
for two years prior to that was director 
of the Interracial Fellowship of Great- 
er New York. 

Dr. Oniki will work primarily in the 
field of housing for racial minorit.es. 
He will also serve as consultant to ur- 
ban church affairs under the Rev. Dr. 
Purd E. Deitz, general secretary of the 
Division of Church Extension of the 
United Church Board for Homeland 
Ministries. 

"Securing fair housing for racial mi- 
norities in metropolitan areas is one of 
the most crucial areas in race rela- 
tions," Dr. Ray Gibbons, director of 
the Council, said in announcing the ap- 
pointment. "The Council is devoting a 
large portion of its attention and re- 
sources to this aspect of the struggle 
for human rights." 

Dr. Oniki will have special respon- 
sibilities in the Greater Minneapolis 
Fair Housing Program, an experiment- 
al project initiated by the Council. He 
will also administer a scholarship fund 
to assist . Negro students to attend 
church-related colleges. 

A native of Los Angeles, he attend- 
ed the University of California, Berea 
College (B. A.), Yale Divinity School 
(B. D. and STM), and Columbia Uni- 
versity Teachers College (Ed. D.). 
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Superintendent's Corner 

Included in this issue of The South- 
east News are the statistical tables of 
the Southeast Convention as they ap- 
pear in the 1962 Year Book of the 
United Church. The figures given are, 
of course, for 1961. 

The churches listed on Schedule I 
are those which had voted to be a part 
of the United Church at the time the 
figures were compiled. Those on Sche- 
dule II had not made a decision and 
those on Schedule III had voted not to 
be a part of the United Church. 

Since these figures were compiled 
Roanoke, Rock Stand, Wadley, Corinth, 
and Hampton, County Line churches 
on Schedule II, and Baker, Good Hope 
on Sdhedule III have recbrded their 
actions to be a part of the United 
Church. 

This brings the total to 74 churches 
of the Southeast Convention which 
now are a part of the United Church. 
This leaves 26 churches which have 
not reached a decision and 16 which 
are recorded as being opposed to the 
United Church. 

Any church which has not voted to 
become a part of the United Church 
may do so by taking favorable action 
at any meeting of its congregation in 
accordance with its own constitution. 
The fact that the church previously has 
voted against the United Church does 
not make any difference. 

As is indicated in the article on the 
front page of The Southeast News, the 
great majority of the Congregational 
Christian churches have voted to be a 
part of the United Church. I hope all 
of the churches of the convention will 
do so.
